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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Chay nor Stiles teach 
binders which are formed without the use of an inorganic polymer or an inorganic sol. However, it is maintained that Chay discloses a 
borosilicate glass which is substantially similar to that of a glass polymer. Stiles teaches a binder comprising an alkaline silicate which 
meets the claim limitations. Applicant argues that the limitation that the particles are impermeable to water and solids and the spaces in 
between the particles being permeable to water solids is not taught by any of the cited references. However, the prior art teaches or 
suggests the limitations of claimed invention as set forth in the rejection. Applicant argues that there is no indication that the binder of 
Hoke would withstand the claimed temperatures. The water based silicone polymer is an inorganic polymer. However, the combined 
prior art teach a substantially similar composition such that the properties of that composition would be substantially similar. The rejection 
relies on the combination of references to teach a water or solid permeable binder, not Hoke singularly. Watanabe is relied upon solely to 
teach well known sizes of particles that are water insoluble. One of ordinary skill would be aware of Watanabe because it solves a 
specific problem: water insoluble particles.
